At claim 1, line 2, -bonded- has been inserted before "heterogeneous". 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-24 are allowed primarily because claim 1 requires at least the following 
limitations: annealing the bonded heterogeneous material compound at a temperature and time 
less than sufficient to cause detachment; and then irradiating the annealed compound to obtain 
detachment along the weakened zone. In other words, the method recited in claim requires a 
specific two-step process (i.e., the combination of an annealing process and an irradiating 
process) to separate the bonded heterogeneous material compound. The references of record, 
singly or in combination, cannot anticipate or fairly suggest "the two-step detachment process" 
as recited in claim 1 .
